at other times ct he year. It cunſiiteth of tat 
portion of time, in which the $1 :s rutin n 4 
chrough the figns of Cancer, Lt6, and Virgo, Ic 
is naturaily het and dry, and 1s vety properly, 
aſhawlated unto Fire among the Elements, Chol- 
ler among the Humours ; And wio mankit d in 
humane race. 

The dileaſes that at this rime principally 1aign 1:1 
mens Bodyes. are Impoſthumes, Peſtilential Fea« 
vers, Jaundies, Burning Agues, Madnels, In- 
flamations, wich all other weaknefles procceding 
trom Choller. Thoſe perſons that are Cholerique, 
or at this cime moſt Unhealthy ; and the Flegma- 
tiqu? perſon enjoys the greatelt freedom from

T He Autimnal Equinox beginneth al wayes when 
the Sn entreth the Celeſtial ballance, viz, 
the Sixth of the Zodiacal Circle, by Aſtrologers called 
Libra ; and it continieth all the time he polts. 
through Libra, Scorpio, and Sagitary z and this
